thought before It can be given ex­ 
pression In the conduct of busi­ 
ness affairs. It Is essentially men­ 
tal in origin and nature. The mer­ 
chant. executive, or board of di­ 
rectors has In thought some meth­ 
od to pursue or object to attain. 
The policy or practice evolved is 
directly the product of the kind 
of thinking which has formulated 
it; hence the importance of care­ 
fully choosing the right mental 
qualities, thus making use of the 
power for good which they ex­ 
press, instead of the unsatisfactory 
and unreliable qualities of narrow 
and selfish thinking. 
Honesty Is plainly an essential 
quality In the councils of sound 
business management. If honesty 
is expressed, the business will be
